BART Celebrates 25 Years of Service 


ichard Nixon was President, Apollo 16 landed on the 

moon, and Mark Spitz had won seven Olympic Gold 

medals. The date? September 11, 1972, BART's first day of 
revenue service when the first train rolled out of Fremont headed 
toward the MacArthur BART Station. 

BART employees saluted the District's first 25 years at a 
commemorative event held April 17 that recognized 172 employ- 
ees who were working at BART on the first day of revenue ser- 
vice and are still with the District. 

In remarks, former San Francisco Mayor George Christopher 
recalled what life was like in the “early days” and what the 
BART rail system meant to the Bay Area’s progress in public 
transit. BART General Manager Tom Margro unveiled five new 
historical displays that are now showing at video kiosks at BART 
stations. They will rotate among all the BART stations and 
remain on display through the year.

be chosen as the Train 
Controllers on duty at the com- 
puter console to start up ser- 
vice,” said Charles Brown, now 
a Senior Operations Supervisor. 
“I was 28 years old, excited and 


nervous. After two years of 
preparing for Opening Day, I was very proud of BART.” 

“I had the pleasure of dispatching the first revenue train 
from Hayward Yard,” recalled Richard Osanna, then a Tower 
Supervisor and now a Senior Operations Foreworker. “The train 
was three cars in length, our operating limit then, and ran from 
Hayward to Fremont to MacArthur. I picked the best operator we 
had then, Victor Rivera, who is still on board with BART!” 

Noted Victor, “I was the train attendant on the first sched- 
uled train dispatch. In the cab with me was Col. William 
Benedict, then Dept. Manager of General Services. At Fremont 
station, we each purchased a ticket and entered the fare gates for 
dispatch to MacArthur. At Lake Merritt station, I ran my ticket 
through the fare gate first, and thus paid the first dollar collected 


by the District on Opening Day.” 


“It was a warm and sunny day,” recalled Dominador 
Francisco, then a Senior Electrician and now an Electrician in 
Power and Way. “Large crowds had gathered as the nation’s 
shiny new transit system was declared open by BART General 
Manager Billy Stokes. Gertrude Guild of Oakland was the first 
paying passenger. It was an exciting day!” 

Edward Lem, whose daughter had just turned seven, was 
busy working on test systems for the electronic repair shop. “For 
all the anxiety preceding the big moment, as I recall it went pret- 
ty smoothly,” said Ray Cole, then a Maintenance Dispatcher and 
now Department Manager of Safety. “There was a feeling of satis- 
faction and relief that we were starting to do what the system 
was designed to do,” recalled Larry Drees, Train Control 
Electronics Technician. 

At the end of the day, Daniel Yee recalls drinking champagne 
sent to the Hayward Shop by General Manager Stokes, while 
Kathryn Roth remembers raiding Stokes’ bar and crashing the 
executives’ party at Trader Vic's. 

“There was excitement everywhere,” said Priscilla Zocchi, 
then a phone information clerk and now a senior clerk in Rolling
